AN ACT
MAKING AN APPROPRIATION TO THE ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICE OF THE
DISTRICT ATTORNEYS TO HIRE ADDITIONAL STAFF FOR DOMESTIC

VIOLENCE PROGRAMS.

BE 1T ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXICO:
Section 1. APPROPRIATION.--

A. Two million two hundred seven thousand eight
hundred ninety-seven dollars ($2,207,897) is appropriated from
the general fund to the administrative office of the district
attorneys for expenditure in fiscal year 1999 for the purpose
of establishing or expanding domestic violence programs. Any
unexpended or unencumbered balance remaining at the end of
fiscal year 1999 shall revert to the general fund.

B. The money shall be distributed by the

administrative office of the district attorneys as follows:
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(1) two hundred thirty-six thousand one
hundred thirty-three dollars ($236,133) to the first judicial
district attorney’s office for six permanent full-time-
equivalent positions and operating expenses;

(2) three hundred seventy-five thousand three
hundred dollars ($375,300) to the second judicial district
attorney’s office for eight permanent full-time-equivalent
positions and operating expenses;

(3) one hundred twenty-three thousand four
hundred fifty-one dollars ($123,451) to the third judicial
district attorney’s office for three permanent full-time-
equivalent positions and operating expenses;

(4) one hundred twenty-six thousand eight
hundred nineteen dollars ($126,819) to the fourth judicial
district attorney’s office for three permanent full-time-
equivalent positions and operating expenses;

(5) three hundred forty-one thousand six
hundred ninety-four dollars ($341,694) to the fifth judicial
district attorney’s office for nine permanent full-time-
equivalent positions and operating expenses;

(6) sixty-nine thousand three hundred dollars
($69,300) to the sixth judicial district attorney’s office for
two permanent full-time-equivalent positions and operating
expenses;

(7) sixty-three thousand two hundred six
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dollars ($63,206) to the seventh judicial district attorney’s
office for two permanent full-time-equivalent positions and
operating expenses;

(8) two hundred four thousand two hundred
dollars ($204,200) to the eighth judicial district attorney’s
office for five permanent full-time-equivalent positions and
operating expenses;

(9) one hundred sixty thousand two hundred
dollars ($160,200) to the ninth judicial district attorney’s
office for five permanent full-time-equivalent positions and
operating expenses;

(10) seventy thousand five hundred dollars
($70,500) to the tenth judicial district attorney’s office for
two permanent full-time-equivalent positions and operating
expenses;

(11) sixty-eight thousand seven hundred
dollars ($68,700) to the district attorney division 1 of the
eleventh judicial district attorney’s office for one and one-
halt permanent full-time-equivalent positions and operating
expenses;

(12) seventy-six thousand three hundred
dollars ($76,300) to district attorney division 2 of the
eleventh judicial district attorney’s office for two permanent
full-time-equivalent positions and operating expenses;

(13) ninety-six thousand two hundred dollars
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($96,200) to the twelfth judicial district attorney’s office
for three permanent full-time-equivalent positions and
operating expenses; and
(14) one hundred ninety-five thousand eight

hundred ninety-four dollars ($195,894) to the thirteenth
judicial district attorney’s office for five permanent full-
time-equivalent positions and operating expenses.

Section 2. EFFECTIVE DATE.--The effective date of the
provisions of this act is July 1, 1998.
